TRAV EL IN KO REA. DEATH OF AN ARMY PIONEER 



ViitenstinE Experiencei of Colonel 
and Hra. HoEES'^ 

In hJ5 refreshing article published 
last week, Coniinissiuner Railtoii 
made brief reference to the Work o£ 
I'l htt Salvation Army in Korea. Wc 
give below some descriptions of the. 
experiences of our people on thnt . 
interesting battlefield. 

In a letter to The G^tteml, Colonel.' 
Hojijnrd, Territorial Commander 
for Korea, speaks of a scries of 
mcdings lec&mly conducted .in Yoo 
Koo, in theChoongChong Province, 
ivhcrc The Army has nineteen 
Corps and Societies. Here the 
travel experiences leave little to be 
dcsired-in the ^vay of novelty and 
harxlshjp. "There had been a heavy 
snowfall," snys the Colonelj "the 
heaviest some say for twelve years, 
and the temperature each night was 
below zero. We nTsa had to face a 
ftron^, hitin^ head wind. Great 
diniciilty was experienced I'n sealing 
the monntnins and more difficulty in 
descending on the other side. In 
Some parts the pony slipped all 
fourSj and it was with the utmost 
difficulty 1 held on. to him and Mrs. 
HoRi^ard. Added to all this u-as the 
lonely, wild district, ^I'hich was any- 
thing hnt intercstinff for cither 
Enropean or Korean to travel at 
that rate hour of the niglit. 

Long Journeys to Council, 

"Our people had journeyed long 
'diKlanccs to attend these Councils, 
thirtv-cight of them having traveKcd 
allofiether 3.000 li, or t,cioo English 
miles. They had come from different 
parts of the Province we arc In, hlld 
nvcrc a refined, intclVigent set ol men. 
frhe yonng, middle-aged, and elderly 
yierc well represented. They were 
gathered from different classes of 
society, being landowners, farmers, 
and merchants, ^nd SO fflr ai$ I was 
informed 'Only onemau could -not 
read or Avrile. There was clear evi- 
'denec of an iritelHgent search after 
the truth, on the part of those pre- 
sent, and the singing, pmying, atid 
iistcrin^ left little to he desired," 

The foUo^ving extract from a let- 
ter to Commissioner Whatniore 
from the Colonel assists one to 
xealizc the dif^iculc nature of the 
,'«hOrk undertaken in a land that is 
Btill m the dark ages so far as travel, 
facilities are concerned. "Thereis 
always risk a^ii danger in riding a 
Korean pony," says Colonel Hog- 
gard '*! have been thrown' front

taken of our mid-day repast- Mrs.

"Saddled horses are much the best. 
In /act, with saddle horses we could

'things with ns. Hence the nccc-iuty 
of taking pack ponies. 

"While nding a sjddic horse it 
J3 impossthle to take n pack or any 
luggage at all. 'lo fall from a hijjii 
horse carrying a pjek t^oiild be 
,worse tha'i faffm;; from a Korean 
ponj. "The dirircully is in asccndhiff- 
antl descending mountains and 
crossing- streams— there is nothing 
to whii.li to hold, and one lias to 
awrait developments.
